The Un-Tory Tories 


By Norman Moss 


LONDON 
Many Britons are seeking a new 
word to express their feelings 
about the state of British politics. 
They might find it in the Ameri­ 
can political vocabulary. The word 
is "me-tooism.” Remember? 
Some British Conservatives are 
complaining that their government 
is not acting conservative enough. 
They charge that many of its pol­ 
icies are watered-down Socialist 
ones. 
These criticisms recall those 
leveled by diehard Republicans at 
the first Eisenhower administra­ 
tion. after 20 years of Democratic 
rule and the New Deal. 
The Conservatives have been in 
office for more than eight years, 
however. 
The most recent attacks by rebel 
Conservatives have been on budget­ 
ary and colonial affairs. 


THE BUDGET, in early April, 
was a disappointment to many. 
Conservatives expected it would 
bring some tax relief, particularly 
to business and the upper income 
bracket. They also expected it 
would cut government spending. 
They reckoned the landslide Con­ 
servative victory over the Labor­ 
ites in last October’s election gave 
the government a free hand to he 
as Tory as it likes. 
But the budget brought no tax 
relief and no cuts in government 
spending. Instead, it produced an 
increase in the cigarette tax and 
the promise of a brake on ex­ 
pense account spending by busi­ 
nessmen. 
There were rumblings of discon­ 
tent, noisier among the Conserva­ 
tives’ supporters than the Labor­ 
ite opposition. 
A small group of Conservatives 
spoke out against the budget in 
Parliament. They were led by Ger­ 
ald Nabarro, a self-made business­ 
man and a flamboyantly mus­ 
tached individualist. 
He told the House of Commons 
bluntly: "I said that if the chancel­ 
lor of the exchequer practiced So­ 
cialist spending and Socialist phil­ 
osophies, he would end up with 
a Socialist budget. And that is 
what has happened.” 
In colonial affairs, the conserva­ 
tives have broadly continued the 
Laborite policy of giving independ­ 
ence to colonial territories, with 
Laborite approval (Cyprus was a

And 
it is pledged to attack state inter­ 
ference in industry and current 
labor union practices. It does not 
seem a serious competitor to ex­ 
isting newspapers. 
Its crfhse is likely to win sup­ 
porters but not power. The Con­ 
servative party leadership is in the 
hands of men who reject the old- 
style conservatism of the true­ 
blues and even that of the IOO per 
cent free enterpriser, as being out 
of date. 
After the last election. Macmil­ 
lan put the key posts of his gov­ 
ernment in the hands of modern- 
minded men: R. A. Butler, a Con­

home secretary; Ian McLeod, the 
colonial s e c r e t a r y and Derek 
Heathcoat-Amory, the chancellor 
of the exchequer. 
A Laborite

government as long as it doesn’t 
behave like one ”

er would reply, "From now on, 
this is the way a Tory government 
behaves.”

IT WAS PREPARED as a result 
of a staff study authorized by the 
Senate Internal Security subcom­ 
mittee and was ordered printed 
at a meeting of the committee It 
is singularly prophetic. It said in 
part: 
"The traditions of American di­ 
plomacy 
are 
predicated 
upon 
peaceful negotiation with duly au­ 
thorized representatives of other 
nations on the basis of solemn 
agreements and treaties, in accord 
with international law and usage. 
Our international relations do not 
contemplate and seldom anticipate 
efforts to force the hand of gov­ 
ernments through mob action man­ 
ipulated by trained Soviet agents. 
It is with this new and serious 
feature of the present ‘cold war,’ 
which must be faced by the United 
States, that this study deals.” 
Among the conclusions reached 
by the committee’s staff are the 
following: 
"In some Latin American coun­ 
tries, Communist parties controll­ 
ing an insignificant minority of 
the total votes cast, have resorted 
to the policy of manipulating and 
inciting mobs to accomplish polit­ 
ical and diplomatic objectives in 


the interest of Soviet foreign pol­ 
icy 
"Despite the numerous exam­ 
ples of worldwide Communist im­ 
perialism and brutality, there have 
been few cases of mob violence 
against Communist embassies or 
agencies 
"For the most part the Commu­ 
nists operate behind the scenes 
making use of uniformed and ex­ 
citable teen-agers, students, and 
illiterates 
"As a rule the Communists wait 
for a suitable issue to arise on the 
basis of which they can successful­ 
ly provoke mob excitement end 
violence. If the issue does not 
exist, they create one. 
"In large measure the Commu­ 
nists exploit economic difficulties 
and nationalist emotions. 
"The 
Communists’ 
standard 
practice is to employ nonmilitary 
weapons, easily accessible to the 
mob, such as stones, poster sticks, 
clubs, gasoline, kerosene, home­ 
made bombs, etc. These have been 
supplemented by the looting of 
guns and ammunition from hard­ 
ware stores. 
"The techniques followed by the 
Communists parallel those taught 
in special schools for international 
Communist agents in the Soviet 
Union. 
* 
"By allying themselves with po­ 
litical groups in power, the Com­ 
munists have succeeded in miniz- 
ing police action and interference 
against the mobs they have incited. 
"Communists 
make 
adequate 
preparations far in advance for 
their inspired riots, through pro 
vocative mass meetings, leaflets, 
broadcasts, cartoons, newspaper 
articles and even assassinations. 
"As a rule the Communists and 
their Moscow mentors have dis­ 
claimed all responsibility for mob 
violence in the face of clear evi­ 
dence to the contrary. 
"Leaders of the Communist par­ 
ties of Colombia. Venezuela and 
Bolivia 
have been 
in Moscow 
where they have received instruc­ 
tion and directives, including the 
handling of mobs and military 
techniques 
# "The success achieved by the 
Communists in manipulating mobs 
for anti-American incitement will 
encourage them to further efforts 
of this kind on a larger scale.” 


THE IMMEDIATE reaction In 
official Washington quarters to the 
recent riots in Korea was that 
they were "spontaneous.” 
So also has been the trend of 
comment with respect to riots in 
Turkey and only some of the dem­ 
onstrations in Japan have been 
openly attributed to Communist 
agitators. But just as the facts 
are slowly emerging now to con­ 
firm suspicions of Communist in­ 
filtration of the Castro government 
in Cuba, which is persistently hos­ 
tile to policies of the United 
States, so with respect to the oth­ 
er countries will it be conceded in 
due time that Communists had 
more than an incidental part in 
what has happened in the past 
few weeks in Korea and Turkey. 
Flaws In Medical Program 


By James Marlow 


WASHINGTON 
Most of the people over 65 would 
have to pay out a big chunk of 
their income before they could get 
any benefits under the Eisenhower 
administration's medical care pro­ 
gram for the aged. 
As a program, it’s a lot less 
than ideal, probably because there 
was a lot of disagreement within 
the administration on what to pro­ 
pose, if anything. 
About 3V4 million of the 16 mil­ 
lion people over 65 would not be 
covered at all. They are people 
with income of at least $2,500 for 
a single person, $3,800 for a cou­ 
ple. Those with that much income 
are excluded 
For the rest who might be eligi­ 
ble—and no one would have to 
join who didn’t want to—the fed­ 
eral government and the states 
would share the medical costs 
above a certain figure which he 
himself would have to pay. 
For example: 
An eligible person who joined 
up would have to pay a, fee of 
$24 a year, whether or not he got 
sick. Then, if he did get sick, he’d 
have to pay the first $250 of his 
medical bills if single ($400 for 
a married couple) before he’d get 
federal-state help 
But, on top of that, he’d have to 
pay 20 per cent of whatever the 
cost was above $250. 
Since not all states might want 
to take part in the program, peo­ 
ple living in the ones which didn’t 
wouldn’t get under the program 
at all. 
Full coverage at no cost would 
be provided for those 2*4 million 
people who have to depend on pub­ 
lic assistance for their living. 
So when you eliminate the 3*4 
million excluded by the size of 
their income and the 2*4 million 
on public assistance and getting 
the program benefits for free, you 
wind up with about IO million peo­ 
ple eligible to choose whether they 
will participate or will stay out 
of the program. 
Most of them are on the Social 
Security rolls now. A government 
survey of such people in 1957 
showed the average retired cou­ 
ple had a t.-tal income of about 
$1,140 The average aged widow 
had a total income of $860. 
Let s take the widow with $880 
who ran up a medical bill of $400 


and se# how much she’d have to 
pay out of her own pocket if she 
decided to get under the program. 
This would be it: 
First. $24 for the enrollment fee. 
Then the first $250 of the $400 
Then 20 per cent of the difference 
between 
$250 and $400, 
which 
would be 20 per cent of $150, or 
$30 
Total cost to her then on a $400 
medical bill would be $304 The 
federal-state payment would be 
$96 
But that’ same 1957 study showed 
the average medical expense for 
people over 65 was $177. 
So. under the Eisenhower pro­ 
gram, many people, besides pay­ 
ing the $24 to the state, would 
have to pay their entire medical 
bill of $177, since the program 
wouldn’t come into operation for 
them until their cost was over 
$250 
The ones who would benefit 
most under the program would 
be those who were laid up in a 
hospital a long time or whose 
medical bills ran well up above 
$250

WONTON. Ohio (AP)—Rescue 
crews from both Ohio and West 
Virginia have poured into tiny Bur­ 
lington, Ohio, in an effort to free 
an 18-year-old Negro boy from his 
entrapment at the bottom of a 35- 
foot dry well. Hundreds of would- 
be helpers and onlookers ringed 
the scene. 
Individual digging efforts were 
halted early this morning because 
of the well s repeatedly collapsing 
walls.

The 
weight of the hundreds of persons 
standing near the well site proba­ 
bly was hastening the collapse, a 
spokesman said. 
Warren Payne was buried under 
eight feet of the sandy soil late 
Wednesday afternoon,as he work- 
at the bottom of the newly dug 
well. The sides of the pit had not 
been shored up. 
Rescuers have been hampered 
from the start by the shifting soil. 


Late Wednesday night one of the 
youth’s arms was uncovered but 
a collapse of the walls quickly bur­ 
ied it.

teams from Huntington, W. Va., 
and Proctorville, Ohio, came to 
the Ohio River community near 
the Ohio-Kentucky-West Virginia 
conjunction to help extricate the 
boy. 
Lt. Z. T. Earle of the Hunting­ 
ton Fire Department, however, 
said he never knew of anyone sur­ 
viving such an entombment for 
more than two hours. 
Earls said the youth probably 
has been crushed by die weight 
of the sand.

Somber Hues In Color TV 


Promoters of color TV. all of 
whom happen to be located at Ra­ 
dio Corp. of America, have been 
spurred by an upswing in tinted 
set s a l e s to 
dub t h e new 
season. “T h e 
Y e a r of the 
B I g S plash.” 
B u t Is t h e 
b a t t l e even 
half - won? 
While it can­ 
not be denied 
that color 
en­ 
riches the best 
in TV, that one 
Marie Terre 
day It will be commonplace and 
an important addition to the home 
medium, popular 
acceptance 
of 
tinted TV is largely dependent on 
entire evenings devoted to video in 
different tones. 
And here color's future is still 
painted in somber hues! 


NBC, the RCA subsidiary, has 
for years been the lone exhibitor 
of color television, and it will again 
have this singular distinction in the 
new season, the rival networks be­ 
ing unwilling to undertake the ex­ 
pense of colorcasts for the small 
clutch of color set owners. (An 
estimated 500,000 color sets are in 
American homes, compared with 
close to 50 million black and white 
units.) 


“ WE HAVE no plans to offv 
more color shows next season than 
we have this season,” said CBS 
president, Jam es Aubrey, whose 
network obviously is unimpressed 
by the RCA report that it plans to 
double its production capacity for 
color TV as a result of a 40 per 
cent increase in I960 first quarter 
•ales over a year ago. 
“We would schedule more color. 
lf we felt there was a demand for 
It. Even 
automotive 
companies, 
among the first to sponsor color 
shows, don’t seem to be looking 
for them, judging by what they’re 
buying for the fall.” 


t 
BO FAR this season, CBS has 
scheduled a total of six hours of 
color, including two for the re­ 
run of an old movie, “The Wizard 
of Oz.” 
The American Broadcasting Co. 
has yet to try its first color show 
and it obviously doesn't intend to 
make the try in the 1960-61 season. 
("W e’re prepared 
to 
originate 
color from many of our stations,” 
said an ABC 
spokesman, 
"and 
once we’re convinced there’s a 
sizable demand for it, we'll jump 
Into it. But this isn’t likely to hap­ 
pen in the new season ” ) 
What will be available to color 
set owners in the 1960-61 season 
will be one thousand hours of color, 
a boost from 815 hours in the cur­ 
rent season. 
The increase is a sm all positive 
sign of expanding interest in im­ 
ages in natural hues but whether 
one thousand hours of color TV 
will be enough to w arrant the min­ 
imum price of 8495 for a color 
sat, only the future will tell!

well as dull children. Over t h e 
years I’ve been impressed with 
the number of children of average 
or superior learning ability who 
were sure they never could learn 
to read or spell or ciper well. I 
have worked with them personally, 
ore read about them in scientific 
journals. They so believed until 
somebody, 
understanding t h e m 
and working with them, proved to 
these once-hopeless children that 
they really could succeed. 
• 


THEN SOMEBODY began with 
the skills these children already 
had and led them on by gradual 
steps. Sometimes, indeed, t h e y 
went forward by leaps and bounds. 
Of course you and I know that 
children differ widely in their na­ 
tive ability to learn. Occasionally 
there’s a rare child who just can’t 
learn to read, spell and the like. 
But any child who can learn at 
all from books can, with adequate 
help and guidance, discover he can 
learn far better and faster than 
he ever had supposed he could. 
The challenge to his parents and 
teachers is to try to find ways to 
lead him to this precious discov­ 
ery. 
Some parents, even some teach­ 
ers, not only may accept the child’s 
belief that he just can’t learn but' 
also strengthen this belief. All too 
many other parents and teachers 
merely tell him he could learn j 
well in any or all subjects if only he 
would try hard enough. 


IN EVER SO many letters about 
this child, parents state they have! 
pleaded constantly with h im to 
work harder at school and earn | 
passing or better grades 
Whether we tug at his heart­ 
strings or shame and berate him 
for his lagging, he’s not going to 
earn better grades unless he can 
see some hope of success. Even 
though he should muster all the 
will power he has, and resolve 


and promise to work harder, he 
can’t do so for more than a short 
while- unless he can enjoy clear 
evidence of success. 
More often than not his chief 
trouble is that he can’t read well 
and this disability may hamper 
his success in all other subjects. 


WHAT HE needs is help by the 
school, the home or a clinic or 
tutor to find out at what- grade 
level he can read and then, by 
very gradual steps, be brought for­ 
ward from there. 
Whatever he does at books must 
be easy enough for him to do well 
!\pd hard enough to challenge his 
interest and effort.

—have failed to nail down any

County Jail Receives 
44 Prisoners In April 
LISBON - Sheriff Russell J. 
VanFossan reported today a to­ 
tal of 44 prisoners were received 
at the County Jail during April in 
addition to 23 already confined. 
Forty-three prisoners were re­ 
leased during the month, 6 were 
conveyed to state institutions and 
2 mental patients were taken to 
state hospitals. There were 77 vis­ 
itors at the jail during the month. 
A total of 2,119 meals were serv­ 
ed at a cost of $638.80, making 
the average daily expense per pri­ 
soner $1.18. The sheriff reported 
233 papers were served and 6,015 
radio transmissions were handled, 
along with 1,152 phone calls at the 
jail. Fees totaling $717.75 were col­ 
lected during the month.
